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JORDAN is playing a significant 
role in the current uprising on the 
West Bank. Decisions concerning 
members of the Village Leagues 
were recently made by the Joint 
Commitee for the Affairs of the 
Occupied Territories in Amman. 
Members of the leagues who do not 
dissociate themselves will be put to 
death and thelr property will be 
confiscated. There may also be 
threats by the PLO and pressures by 
the oil countries that pump billions 
into the Hashemite coffers. 
However, it is not their interests 
that Jordan is protecting — it is 
protecting its own interests. 

Three factors have directed Jor- 
danian policy with regard to the 
West Bank since 1967: the aspira- 
tion τὸ redeem the land lost in the 
Six Day War and regain 
sovercignty over that land; concern 
about the increasing influence of 
the PLO on the population; fear 
that an necommodution will he 
reached between Israel and the 
lvcal representutives. 


Despite the Rabat resolution in 
October 1974 that the PLO is the 
sule legitimate representative of the 
Palestiniun people and despite King 
Hussein's declarations regarding 
the Palestinians’ right to self- 
determination and to their own 
state, Hussein has not given up hope 
of restoring Jordanian occupation 
of the West Bank and its rule over 
the territory. In this sense, Hussein 
has faithfully followed the expan- 
sionism of his grundfather, King Ab- 
dullah, but his motives arc even

’ Foodie to reports in the strict- 
ly controlled Syrian media, 
hundreds of thousands of citizens 
marked the event by taking to the 
streets in a “spontaneous” show of 
support for the regime of President 
Hafez Assad, now in its 13th year. 

In Damascus itself, Assad was 
shown on Syrian TY borne aloft on 
the shoulders of the capital's 
citizenry after addressing a mass ral- 
ly in the heart of the city — the 
revered and popular leader ac- 
cepting the homage of his loyal and 
loving people. 

The troubles Syria experienced in 
recent months — the spate of 
devastating car-bomb attacks in 
Damascus, an abortive coup at- 
tempt and last month's blood-bath in 
the northern city of Hama —~ were 
all conveniently blamed on outside 
enemies supporting the oullawed 
Moslem Brotherhood: the 
American Central Intelligence 
Agency, Iraq, Jordan and, predic- 
tably, Israel.

at Hama 


Last month's uprising in Hama was nothing less than a popular insurrection, revealing the extent of the 
resentment of Syria’s majority Sunni population against the Assad regime. DAVID BERNSTEIN reports.

Assad and other Syrian leaders 
claimed subsequently that they had 
proof the uprising in Hama had 
been instigated by the CIA, working 
closely with the Moslem 
Brotherhood and aided by 
neighbouring Iraq and Jordan. 


SO MUCH for the official version, 
which differs substantially from the 
picture that has begun to emerge 
from the scraps of information 
gleaned from both Arab and 
Western sources in recent weeks. 

In the firat place, the role of out- 
side elements in the Hama uprising 
appears to have been grossly exag- 
gerated by the Syrians, presumably 
in an effort to shift attention away 
from any suspicion of widespread 
domestic discontent in Syria. 

While there are grounds for 
believing that both Jordan and the 
rival Ba’athist regime of Saddam 
Hussein in Iraq have in one way of 
another been supporting Assad’s 
opponents in Syria, including the 
Mosiem Brotherhood, neither was 
in a position to instigate an uprising 
on the scale of that which took 
place in Hama fast month. 

For it is clear now that what hap- 

pened in Hama was a broad-based 
popular revolt in every sense of the 
word. The revolt appears to have 
been sparked off by a heavy-handed 
but routine security operation 
against the Moslem Brotherhood in 
the city, one of the organization's 
three main strongholds in northern 
Syria. 
Opposition activists, presumably 
members of the Brotherhood, 
reacted by going into the city’s mos- 
ques and calling on the local pop- 
ulation — heavily orthodox Sunni: 
— to take up arms agalnat their 
Alawi oppressors. ᾿ 

The reaponse, according to most 
accounts, was quite phenomenal. 
Ordinary citizens in their thousands 
grabbed hold of whatever weapons 
they could and turned on the local 
garrison, which, not prepared for an 
uprising on anything lke this scale, 
was awiftly overcome. 

For almost a week last month, 
from about February 3 to February 
10; it now emerges, the Sunni pop- 
glace of Hama, spearheaded by the 


Moslem Brotherhood, was effec- | 
tively in control of the city. 

This was quite unprecedented, 
and the regime’s response bordered 
on panic, Massive reinforcements, 
including two and 2 half armoured 
brigades and thousands of 
helicopter-borne commandos, were 
dispatched to Hama from all parts 
of Syria, with some units even 
drawn from ¢he Syrian occupation 
force in LeBanon, 

Simultaneously, the garrisons in 
Syria’s other major cities — cs- 
pecially the capital, Damascus, and 
the predominantly Sunni northern 
cities of Homs and Aleppo —~ were 
heavily reinforced, and a massive 
and highly effective news blackout 
imposed on what was happening in 
Hama. 

Most observers are agreed that 
these two measures probably saved 
the Assad regime, for, apart from 
some reports of unrest in the 
Mediterranean port of Lattakiya, 
the revolt was successfully confined 
to Hama itself. Had it spread, as the 
Sunni in Hama clearly hoped it, 
would, there is some doubt that the 
regime would have been able to 
regain control of the situation — 
and had it done ao, the camage 
would have been horrendous, 

As it was, government forces took 
over two weeks to regain full con- 
tro] of Hama. And to do this, they 
had to flatten large sections of the 
city; casualties numbered in the 
thousands. Some estimates, evident- 
ly exaggerated, put the number of 
dead as high as 10,000, with even 
the most conservative speaking of 
more than 2,000. 

It now seems clear that the car- 
nage in Hama went far beyond what 
was inevitable in the quelling of a 
local revolt, and that the govern- 
ment forces were delermined to 
teach the local Sunni population a 
lesson that would serve as a deter- 
rent not only to them but also to 
their co-religionists elsewhere in 
Syria. There are aigns thal the 
lroops were out to spill as much 
bicod as possible, and were not par- 
ticular about ‘whom they killed: 
men, women or children. Any house 
from which shote wore fired was 
simply razed, and its inhabitants 
slaughtered. 

Whether or not the fesson of 


‘Hama will have the effect of in- 


timidating Syria's majority Sunni 
population remains to be seen. But 
the brutality the regime was forced 
to use is in itself an indication of tho 
hostility the Sunnis harbour for 
their Alawi overlords — a hostility 
which, the events in Hama have 
shown, is not confined just to the 
Moslem Brotherhood, the {raai- 
based Mujahedeen and other 
organized opposition movements, 
but appears to be shared by the 
country’s Sunni population as a 
whole, 

Assad managed to keep a tight lid 
on the revolt this time, but he can- 
not be certain that on another occa- 
sion he wil) be so lucky, and that a 
similar Sunni revolt In one city will 
not, in fact, spread and become a 
country-wide phenomenon. 

Compounding whatever doubts 
he might have on this score are the 
doubts he must now have about the 
loyalty of his army. 

At the height of the Hama upris- 
ing there were several reports of 
mass desertions of Sunni soldiers to 
the rebel side; one armoured 
brigade was said to have deserted en 
mass. Most of these reports were 
undoubtedly exaggerated, grossly 
so. But it now seems clear that 
dozens of Sunni soldiers, many with 
families in Hama, did in fact desert, 
and that the desertions were on a 
scale unprecedented in recent 
Syrian history. 

While there i5 little reason to 
doubt that the Alawi establish- 
ment’s grip on the army remains 
firm — there are few Sunnis in 
senior positions, and these are 
viewed as “traitors” by their co- 
religionists — a red light has un- 
doubtedly flashed for the regime. 
For the rank and file.of the Syrian 
armed forces are preponderantly 
Sunni, reflecting thie demographic 
structure of the country as a whole, 
The Sunnis make up some 68 per 
cent of the population (Alawia ate 
only 12 per cent), and their layalt 
can no longer be taken for granted, 

This will undoubtedly greatly 
complicate the. regime's task in 
maintaining internal security, 
reducing it to reliance only on those 


Units whose loyalty is sot in doubt 


— such os the notorious "Defence 
Platoons” commanded by Assad's 
brother: Rifaat and made up almost 
entirely of trusted Alawis. 
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WHILE ASSAD appcars to have 
weathered the storm for the time 
being, his regime has undoubtedly 
been severely shaken. 

The uprising in Hama followed a 
serious army-based coup altempt 
earlier this year, which Assad only 
narrowly managed to put down. 

The involvement of Sunni of- 
ficers, reportedly up to the rank of 
colonel, in that coup attempt, deser~ 
tions among the Sunni rank and file 
during the Hama uprising, have 
revealed cracks in the army — and 
these will have to be taken with the 
ulmost seriousness by a regime 
which depends for its ultimate sur- 
vival on the loyalty of its armed 
forces, 

Although the Mostem 
Brotherhood, the main organized 
Opposition group involved in the 
Hama uprising, did undoubtedly take 
a severe beating in the city, it has by 
no means been crushed. 

Past claims to this effect 
have been dispraven by the series of 
devastating car-bomb attacks in the 
heart of Damascus and in other ma- 
jor Syrian cities, Damascus itself 
has been converted into a virtual 
armed camp as ἃ result of these at- 
tacks, ‘which can be expected to 
continue — perhaps even with ad- 
ded vengeance following the 
regime's brutal bloodletting in 
Hama. 


ULTIMATELY, however, mos! 
Arab and Western observers appear 
to agree that the main threat to As- 
sad probably lies within the Alawi 
community itself. 

This has been bitterly divided 
aver since Assad jailed his main 
Alawi rival, Salah Jedid, soon after 
coming to power in March 1970. 
Sedid stiff commands considerable 
— and, according to some reports, 
growing — support in the Alawi 
community and, more important, 
within the armed forces. 

Still, despite Assad’s growing 
alienation from the bulk of the 
country, with the possibility of a 
broad-based Sunni revolt now more 
than Just theoretical, despite the 
erosion of his power base in the 
Alawi community and in the army, 
and despite his deep isolation in the 
Arab world --- the general con- 
sengus is that Assad’s carly demise 
cannot be counted on. o 
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Fellini’s

JOAN BORSTEN in Rome, Italy's top director blames his situation on the ‘weakness and exhaustion’ of the cinema industry. 


THE ROMANS are notoriously un- 
punctual, arriving for appointments 
hours, even days, late. Not so 
Federico Fellini, Italy's foremost 
filmmaker, the director whose vi- 
sion of life, and abilily to translate 
that vision inte celluloid, has had an 
indelible cffect on movic-goers 
around the world, Promptly at {1 
a.m. he arrived at his current head- 
quarters — a lastefully furnished 
ground-floor suite located in a fine 
old building on the Corso d'Italia, 
not far from the famous Via Veneto, 
whose circa-1958 café society he 
immortalized in Le Dolce Vita, 
Contrary to the predictions of his 
- favourite Indian astrologer, the last 
two years have not been casy for 
Fellini, Since completing City of 
Women, which achieved neither the 
critical nor the commercial success 
of La Strada, La Doice Vita, 8A, or 
Amarcord, πὸ producer has

volunteered to finance any of 
several films Fellini still wants to 
make before calling an end to his 
prolific career. 

“1 don't have much more to say,” 
admitted the greying, balding 
maestro, elegantly attired in black 
velvet jacket, burgundy vest and tic, 
grey slacks and well-shined shoes, 
Recently turned 62, he sees himself 
as having entered the final third of 
his life, able to take a leisurely look 
back over the frenetic first third, his 
youth, when he acquired most of 
the experiences he retold in the se- 
cond third, which was his prime. 

Despite the lack of money men — 
he has always had producer 
problems, even when mounting 
those films which went on to win 
Oscars in Hollywood and Golden 
Palms in Cannes — Fellini was ina 


good humour, exuding the famous 
charm. 


“I've been making movies for 
maybe 35 years and have always 
been told that this year will be the 
last, Uhat the film industry is in 
crisis,” he said. “So we must think 
and change or go back to writing for 
newspapers or painting pictures or 
acting in vaudeville, The problem 
now is that the crisis is more 
anguishing than in the past, because 
the entire situation of the country is 
in crisis. So, also the movie industry, 
which is necessary, but [rivolous.” 


THOUGH ITALIANS are plagu- 
ed by crime in the large cities, 
political instability and an economic 
recession, the commercial cinema 
industry is still in reasonably good 
shape. The public has at last begun 
to weary of the piccolo schermo, the 
small screen. Sinco 1974, when. the 
supreme court ended the state’s 
monopoly of the air waves, dozens

of private stations have beamed 
hundreds of movies each week into 
homes up and down the peninsula. 
Until 1980, only American films like 
Grease, Star Wars and Close En- 
counters or major Ilalian produc- 
tions with local comedy stars like 
Alberto Sordi, Nino Mandredi and 
Adriano Celentano, could drag 
Italians away from their TV sets. 
But in the past two years approx- 
imately 150 domestic comedies 
have been produced, many of 
which did better at the box office 
than Raiders of the Lost Ark and 
earned their investors impressive 
returns. 

_By contrast, only a handful of the 
directors whose talents put Italy on 
the international cinema map are 
working al present. The few who 
were able to finance films lost 
money for their producers, City of 
Women sold fewer tickets than 


Apocalypse Now and Kramer * 
Kramer. Francesco Rosi’ Tht 
Brothers, currently a best foreiga 
film Oscar nominee, was less por 
ular in Italy than in France. Thelatl 
effort of the Taviani brothers, sho 
scored un international bit #

Apologizing in advance for hay- 
ing nothing very new to say, and 
qualifying his comments with the 
reminder that his point of view is 
that of someone who thinks movies 
are the most important thing in the 
world, he settles back into his well- 
cushioned armchair and pulls closer 
that of his young secretary/assistant 
Filomena. She is the Italian-born 
daughter of an American, and her 
task is to translate into English the 
few words Fellini doesn't know, or 
thinks he doesn't know, and to 
remember where he has got to in his 
monologue if is interrupted by a 

call. 

“It is a crisis of the planet of the 
galaxy," he resumes. “Movies are 
passing through a season of 
weakness and exhaustion. We are 
tired after making 10,000 films. 
Every kind of action becomes ex- 
hausted. I don’t think it is possible 
to produce nice, agreeable pictures 
if you do more than 50 a year. Like 
it is impossible to write more than 
§0 good books or paint more than 
40 good pictures. Our society pre- 
tends to nourish itself through fran- 
tic activity, but really it is eating 
itself up. Society is like a big mouth 
that has eaten its entire body and is 
now eating itself. 

“We have made too many 
movies. This disproportionate, 
emphatic production of pictures has 
taken away the power of movics. 
They have fost their authority and 
seductiveness. We have been sub- 
merged in images. It is as if all the 
streets and squares, all the walls of 
the homes, were full of paintings. So 
you need no more to go to museums 
tosec paintings of great artists. [Ὁ is 
the same with cinema. Our eyes are 
burstmg. We have been bombarded 
with images. Added to this is the in- 
undation of television und advertis- 
ing. Advertising has taken posses- 
sion of the visual arts, lowering their 
level. Products, products, products. 
Cars. Shoes, Planes. The Mona Lisa 
used to sell mineral water, so when 
you see the real painting you think 
of mineral water.” 

This crisis in the images seen until 
now through the ritual of movie- 
going, he suggests, coincides with a 
crisis of ideas. Suddenly a happy 
metaphor strikes him, bringing a 
pleased smile to his face. “Cinema 
is biting its tail,” he says, “because 
iis trying to come back to its begin- 
nings and make pictures about 
adventures and fairy tales. It gives 
me a feeling of something ending.” 


THERE ARE THOSE in the Italian 
film industry who wonder if what ἰδ 
“ending” might not be the ability of 
the country’s most creative minds to 
telate to the public. It is not only 
that audiences have changed 
everywhere — in Italy as in 
America, ticket buyers are now 
aged between 14 and 22. But many 
Italians also feel that their best film- 
makers, like their best novelists, 
have ceased to either entertain or 
inform or address the problems of 
contemporary society: terrorism, 
the break-up of the family, un- 
employment, the lack of values in 
politics, the contempt for ideology. 

Most dramatic films being made 
foday are either imbued with 
ideology, or too highly intellectual, 
Or personal exercises,” warned 
critic Italo Moscati. 


_FELLINI doesn't take Moscati's 
warning personally, He sees himself

Through his films, audiences 
_ Bfound the world have experienced 
flously whole chunks of his 
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rather incredible existence, sub- 
merged themselves for several 
hours in a peculiarly Fellinian world 
populated by both real and 
imaginary characters who, like his 
themes and scenes, often overlap 
from one movie to the next. His 
childhood in the seaport town of 
Rimini, north of Rome (Amarcord). 
His romance with clowns, which 
began at 10 when he ran away from 
home and joined Pierino's circus, 
where he looked after a sick zebra 
(Clowns). His return to 8 much 
changed Rimini after the war, 
which he spent writing sketches for 
a travelling theatre troupe {/ Vitel- 
loni). His love affair with seductive 
Rome, “less a city than an 
apartment” (La Dolce Vita, Roma). 
His women (Juliet of the Spirits). 

If City of Women, made by the 


same filmmaker who created La 
Dolce Vita, was not successful, 
Fellini does not worry. 

“Tt did all right in Italy," he says, 
making it clear that his passion is 
making films, not following up on 
their commercial fortunes, but at 
the same time fascinated that his 
most recent offering was a hit in a 
country like Israel. Perhaps the 
breakdown in communication 
between filmmakers and their public, 
he says, is part and parcel of 
society's evolution and liberation. 

“We no longer go to the movies 
as we did 20 or 30 years ago, with 
curiosity, expectation and faith. 
Everyone can take a plane and run 
off for a weekend to any place in the 
world. The average man in the 
street can take his family and go to 
India, Jamaica, Tahiti. This Lakes 
the prestige away from pictures. 
What wonderful places, what loca- 
tions, they used to say. Now they 
don't need movies, they can 80 
themselves. 

“The general well-being of the 
whole planet is also a reason why 
people don’t go to movies, They can 
no longer expect 8 fantastic voyage 
to some place they can't go 
themselves. There is also the 
freedom of sex, Don't misunder- 
stand. I'm for sexual freedom, but il 
removes the possibility of dreaming 
by going to the movies. You don’t 
need τὸ go into a dark room to 
dream about life. 

“You can meet Anita Ekberg in 
the streets. You can be Tyrone 
Power or Robert Taylor. You 
become the hero of your daily life, 
your own fairytale. You don’t need 
to read it in a book or see it in ἃ 
movie. You are your own movie,” 


HOW DOES Fellini explain the 
current demand for popular com- 
edy?

“] don't mind when I hear that 45 
cinemas in Rome are no longer 
operating and another 45 have been 
turned into supermarkets and disco- 
theques. Why in a town like 
Rome do we need 200 movie 
theatres? I don’t know. Where are 
200 good movies? When there are 
only 10 cinemas, what will be pro- 
jected will be much better than 
what we are now zecing.” 
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MONCLOGUE over, Fellini takes 
a phone call at his desk. Behind him 
are three framed Tarot cards. 
Across from him is a large Indian 
plate, sent from New Delhi for in- 
spiration during pre-production of 
City of Women. All bear witness lo 
his tendency to “believe more than 
not in the unexpected and unpredic- 
table," and his constant cinematic 
search for the meaning of destiny. 

The office is watched over by a 
massive black-and-white enlarge- 
ment of a clown, but [here are no 
film posters. The walls are covered 
with pictures. One sketch is in- 
scribed: "To Federico... from Paul 
Guaugin.” The bookshelves are filled 
mainly with encyclopedias and 
volumes on Art. Often, in prepara- 
tion for a film, he returns to his first 
profession and makes sketches, 
designs and figures in an attempt to 
fix and clarify what he wants to say. 

What are Fellini's plans? Some in. 
Rome say the poet of modern 
cinema will begin a new movie to be 
financed by expatriate Dino De 
Laurentiis. 

“Tam preparing an American- 
coproduction and Ϊ am working on 
two or three projects, but when or 
where or whether I will make them 1 
don't know,” he says. 

ΑἹ have had great seductive offers 
to go to America. 1 have always 
comforted myself with this hope. 
But in bad faith. 1 know 1 can’t 
make movies in a country where the 
Innguage, customs, religion, myths 
and rituals are different. 1 have to 
stop deluding myself, telling myself 
that ifthe situation comes (oa crisis 
I will go to the States. 1 dream, but 
my dreams are illusions. 

“To be sincere and honest, al my 
age, with my habits and my cx- 
istence as a creator, [ know | cannot 
express myself through another 
languuge about a culture | don't 
know. How can | be so presump- 
tugus as to explain America lo 
Amicricans? I am not a journalist. 1 
have no confidence in my ability to 
understand so quickly what J see."

SHOSHANA M. RA‘ANAN sees a documentary exhibition in Bonn 
on the Jews of Prussia , which shows their contribution to German 
society and the way they were repaid for it. 


THE JEWISH poet and philosopher 
Moses Mendelssohn owned 20 
porcelain monkeys — nol because 
he particularly liked monkeys or 
porcelain, but because in his lime 
all German Jews were required by 
Inw to buy a piece of porcelain on 
every fumily occasion — a brit, a 
wedding, setting up a home, a death 
— ta bolster the sales of the royal 
manufacturing house, 

This was one of some 15 special 
edicts concerning Jews enacted by 
the renowned [kth-eentury ruler of 
Prussia, Frederick the Great, and it 
emerges in an unusual documentary 
exhibition, “Jews of Prussia,” cur- 
rently being shown in the West 
German capital, Bonn. It is 
scheduled to go on view in other 
leading cities, including Hamburg, 
Duesseldorf and Frankfurt, during 
1982 and 1983. 


THE EXHIBITION at the Wis- 
senschaftzentrum — the Science 
Centre — consists of more than 
1,000 blow-up and montages portray- 
ing Jewish life in Germany. 1t is, in 
fact, a dramatic barometer of 
history, providing graphic evidence 
that when the Jews prospered, so 
did the country, and when they 
died, so did Prussia. 

The display is the brainchild of 


Dr. Roland Klemig, director of the 
Picture Archive of Prussian Culture 
in Berlin, who assenibled it to com- 
plement — or, rather, counteract — 
a huge exhibition glorifying Prussia 
which ran in Berlin for six months 
last year. This practicully ignored 
the contribution of Jews to German 
society und the way that society 
repitid them. 


STRETCHING in time from the 
Crusades lo the Holocaust, the ex- 
hibition has as its emblem a yellow 
Star of David with the Prussian 
eagle superimposed. “But,” Dr. 
Klemig stresses, “Jews in Prussia’ is 
not only the problem of Prussia, not 
only the problem of Germany. It is 
the problem of the Christian world 
— from the Crusades to the oil 
crisis," 

One of the striking statistics in. 
the exhibition is that at no period 
did the number of Jews in Germany 
exceed | per cent of the total pop- 
ulation, This makes the mark they 
left in all areas of life all the more 
astonishing. Especially impressive is 
the panel telling the story of the 
fashionable Berlin literary salons at 
the end of the 18th century — 
Jewish homes where Jews and non- 
Jews met regularly, at a time when 


there were no more than 500 Jewish 
families in the city. 

A slide show depicts the story ofa 
Jewish family that lived in Prussig 
from 1720 to 1939. A number of 
panels show the development of the 
Jewish press from 1750 onwards, 
Jewish tuyalty is given prominence 
in pictures and figures of World 
War 1: there were some 100,000 
Jews in the German armed forces, 
80,000 of them at the front and 
12.000 dying for the fatherland. 

The development of Zionism in 
Germany is also shown. There ase 
some visuul treats in a series of 
scenes of festivities — the holy days, 
a wedding, a brit mila, a bar mitzva. 
But the exhibition which, according 
to Klemig, exemplifies “the end 
an illusion,” terminates on ἃ tragic 
note of barbarism and destruction. 
One of the most shocking pictures, 
along with blow-ups of 
concentration-camp innyates, is the 
photograph (shown on opposite page) 
of a group of priests garbed in their 
clerical robes, their faces serene, 
their hands raised in the Nazi salute,

My memories of that time are 
very hazy, One thing | can say Jor 
sure; U never thought that there was 
anything edd about growing up ina 
labour camp.

Beloré the war, my family was 
quite well-to-do. Our *‘estate'’ in 
Czernowitz consisted of a big cant- 
plex of connected: buildings, in- 
cluding siables ‘Jor. horses, my 
maternal! grandfather's ‘furniture 
factory, dormitories for his workers, 
both Jewish and gentile. 1 saw it

The war hil very suddenly, or so it 
scemed, My mother’s 17-year-old 
sister was raped by a German 
soldier. Our whole tamily, including 
my grandparents, were forced to 
march for several weeks to the 
labour camp, This one was run by 
the Wehrmacht, not the SS, and 
therefore was slightly less rigorous, 
although many of the inmates died 
of hunger, exhaustion and dis- 
ease. 3

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TWO NEW Isroeli films offer con- 
trasting approaches to the art of 
cinems. One of them, Repeat Dive, 
is very much involved with Israeli 
politics aiid political life, as 
perceived by writer-director 
Shimon Dotan. They mould the 
characters, and are the major in- 
fluence on their lives. The second 
film, A Thousand Little Kisses, exists 
in a closed universe, tries to dis- 
sociate its characters from external 
influences, and creates whal may 
seem pure drama, without a specilic 
national indentity, and therefore of 
interest to an international 
uudience. Mira Recanali directs it 
with exceedingly good taste, 

Both of them are first films, and 
allowances must be made even if 
the average audience won't make 
them. After all, the price of adinis- 
sion is the same, whatever the direc- 
tor’s skill. 

Dotan, as my colleague Joan 
Borsten explained last week, uses 
his own past experience as a diver in 
Ὁ navy commando unit to convey 
the feelings, reactions and frailties 
of apparently fearless fighters. 

The film begins with the death of 
a member of a distinguished unit at 
the hands of an unspecified enemy. 
The widow becomes the charge of 
the survivors, who feel they should 
be responsible for what is happen- 
ing to her, Particularly concerned is 
the deceased’s best friend, to whom, 
in a moment of drunken levity, the 
wife has been bequeathed. 

Mira, the young woman, and 
Yoav, the best friend, enter into a 
relationship almost against their 
own will, It's debatable whether it's 
based on love or on a sense of duty. 
It leads to an uneasy marriage that’s 
no real solution but rather 
perpetuates the ambiguity.- The 
audience is left with the suspicion 
that life has been distorted for these 
characters to such an extent that no 
teal solution is possible for them. 

What creates thia distortion is 
clear from the start. These young 
people, all in their early twenties, 
are living in the presence of death, 
and have to make certain adjust- 
ments to keep sane. They con- 
centrate on daily detail, on bravura 
show-off, on pride in thelr unit, and 
camaraderie. They maintain a 
toughness in order to fend off 
weakness, or displays of feeling, 
which are felt to be inappropriate 
and degrading. 

To make his point quite clear,

“MISERY.” said Trinculo the 
clown in The Tempest, “acquaints a 
man with strange bedfellows.” This 
thought inevitably came to my mind 
as we watched the incredible scenes 
on Tuesday night's lelevision. We 
saw the entire range of Israeli politi- 
cians, from the extreme right wing 
to the extreme left wing, uniting to 
display their lack of confidence in 
the government, Such a spread of 
discontent across the entire span of 
political life is surely without prece- 
dent in Israeli history. In English 
politics, a possible comparison is 
with the determination of all parties 
to throw out Neville Chumberlain 
during the dark days of 1940. 

Admittedly, a government that 
makes everyone unhappy can con- 
tend that this proves that it is being 
very fair to all, The British used to 
claim, during the Mandatory era, 
that both Jews and Arabs were 
equally dissatisfied with the regime 
—ergo, the government must be do- 
ing a very good job. In my generous 
way, I throw out the argument for 
use by the minister of defence in the 
debates that lie ahead. 

For an ecstatic hour afler the 
news of the 58-58 tie, | thought that 
the time had come to prepare our 
X's for our ballot papers. We were 
assured that Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin had sworn 8 
mighty oath that, if there were a tie, 
he would hotfoot it over to the 
president's residence to hand in the 
Tesignation of the government. And 
we know that the premier, 
like Julius Caesar, is as fixed as the 
Northern Star. Unfortunately, that 
star Is not really stationary... 

So we brought out the cham- 
pagne. But some innate wisdom 
kept us from drawing the cork. How 
Tight we were! Seconds stretched 
into minutes, minutes into hours, 
and still no live telecast of Yoram 
Ronnen in the Knesset came to in- 
form us that the nation was to be 


given a chance lo rectify the folly of 
Jest May. 


INSTEAD we got Kolbotek and This 
ἰς Your Life, Kolbotek was devoted 
to disclosures of the terrible dangers 
one runs if one eats natural food- 
stuffs.

tions. The first dozen times the stunt 
was amusing, but il has now become 
an embarrassing bore. | know that 
everything that is done in Israel 
more than once becomes a tradi- 
tion, and we all hallow traditions, 
but in this case Ettinger should 
prove his mettle and his originality 
by thinking up a new trick . 


THE WHOLE misconceived 
programme about Mrs. Stern-Zamir 
was all the more exasperating 
because we were wailing for a good 
word from the Knesset. As Ettinger 
and the ghost and the people with 
long memories droned on inter- 
minably, I sat in fear and dread, 
more and more convinced that 
something had gone wrong. 

Again I emphasize that it may not 
have been the fault of the program- 
me that I found it so irritating: | was 
in no mood for such a programme at 
such a time. Surely it would have 
been better for Television House to 
abandon its schedule, and to fill in 
the period of waiting with talks by 
savants about the crisis. They could 
have explained the legal 
background of votes of no con- 
fidence, the history of previous 
crises, the possible developments, 
the powers of caretaker govern- 
ments, etcetera, etcetera, etcetera. 
We should have had something 
comparable to the kind of thing we 
get on election nights. It should not 
have been too hard to organize: it 
had been clear for hours that a tie 
was possible, and professors could 
have been put on standby. : 

Of course, if the schedule had in- 
cluded some item vital to the hap- 
piness of the nation, like Dallas, or 
Maccabi Te! Aviv playing in 
Cologne, a deviation from the 
advertised programme would have 
been unforgivable. Bul nature foods 
and a ghost could have waited 
another week.

Finding one's roots has long been 
apart of Jewish culture, as we all 

have the desire to trace back and find 
our "Kunta Kinte” — to learn some- 
thing about our unique heritage. 

Livnot U'Lehibanot (To Build and 
to be Bullt) Is the name and alm of 
the Safed work/study program, pro- 
viding its participants with the 
Opportunity to learn about their past 
in Israel — literally digging It out 
with thelr own hands. 

Only a year and half old, "νηοῦ" 
was the braln-child of Aaron Botzer. 
the program's director, who dug out 
his own house in the Old City of 
Safad — pretty much an ancient ruin 
'n itself — and kept digging! The 
three-month program gives young 
Jewish people between the ages of 
20 and 28, with little or no formal 
background In Judaism, a chance to 
Contribute to Israel and, In the pro- 
πὴ discover thelr own Jewish

are coming to grips with their Jewish- 
ness. Our goal Is to get these people 
to confront themselves as Jews, and 
for they, themselves, to start finding 
a way to relate to the questions. The 
courses provide the means to the 
answers, but everyone has lo find 
their own way, their own involve- 


When Aaron went to milufm (army 
reserve duty), the program followed 
him up to the base, where, working 
with the soldiers, they helped fortify 
the bunker with sandbags and 
barbed wire. "We had the whole 
group there — men and women,” 
Aaron noted. “The teamwork and 
enthusiasm were such that even the 
soldiers worked like they never 
worked before! Group dynamics 
play a big part In this program. 

It's a close situation and you have to 
get along with people — everyone 
has to do his share.” 

Livnot U'Lehibanot culminates 
with the typical Israeli adventure, the 
tiyul (trip). Although there are three 
(rips interspersed during the pro- 
gram’'s session, “The Tiyul” refars to 
the three-day walk from the Kinneret 
to the Mediterranean, literally from 
sea to shining sea. : 

The “modem mysiics" excavating 
the Old City extol Aaron’s uncanny 
ability to bring the Mediterranean 
sunsel into everyone's focus. 


Livnot U'Lehibanot is co-spon- 
sored by the Jewish Agency and the 
Geshor Foundation.

CHILDREN OF A LESSER GOD, 
now performed at Tel Aviv's Yuval 
Theatre, is not an ordinary play to 
be judged by ordinary standards. {t 
is a tour de force, an experiment 
which works, or at least worked in 
the performance I was fortunate 
enough to see a little more than 
three years ago on a Broadway 
stage. 

The American playwright Mark 
Medoff wrote it for a specific 
actress, Phyllis Freilich, the founder 
of the California Theatre for the 
Deaf. Miss Freilich, who is α deaf- 
mute from birth, and an actress with 
a marvellously expressive face and 
body, made the show what it was. 
And Gordon Davis, one of the 
finest directors now active in 
America, was astute enough or 
simply lucky enough to cast as her 
partner a young actor named John 
Rubinstein who, in addition to his 
other talents and skills, has most ex- 
pressive hands, probably inherited 
from his father Artur. They were 
needed here because he had to use 
sign language. With such a pair of 
performers, and directed with im- 
mense subtlety by Gordon Davis, 
Children of a Lesser God is a success. 

Comparisons are always unfair, 
especially in connection with a play 
seen yesterday and one from three 
years ago, but | find them necessary 
in this case, 1 did not think the 
Broadway version a masterpiece of 
dramatic acting — in fact | thought 
it simply a clever plece of writing 
which smacked slightly of exploita- 
tlon — but I was entranced by the 
performance. Had [ to judge the 
play on the basis of what I saw at the 
Nahmani Hall, | would have found 
it undeserving, of serious considera- 
tion. Here is one case where perfor- 
mance is all. 

The story is about a young deaf- 
mute woman and a teacher who 
tries to teach her lip-reading and to 
speak ΒΌ [ar as her physical han- 
dicap allows. She refuses to be

Recently, however, | was happy 
tosee frozen veal on sale in my lucal 
supermarket at what scemed to be — 
very reasonable prices. A week or 
two later I received an invitation to 
adinner at Beit Asia in Tel Aviv to 
introduce frozen veal from Holland.

COMPETITION, they say, is good 
for business; on the other hand, 
historical developments in Israel 
have forged many monopolistic 
giants in industry, commerce and 
also in art. 

In 1936, two most important 
musical organizations were in- 
itiated: in April, the nucleus of the 
radio orchestra started from scratch 
with a small studio ensemble; in 
December the Palestine Symphony 
Orchestra opened its first season 
with Arturo Toscanini conducting ἃ 
full — and mostly first-class — 
orchestra. The one belonged to the 
government, the other was the great 
idea of Bronislaw Huberman, 
privately supported but later turned 
into a cooperative of the musicians. 
With the inauguration of the 
Symphony Orchestra — later 
renamed the Isracl Philharmonic 
Orchestra — completely new stan- 
dards were set, professional to the 
highest degree, with aspirations to 
the internalivnal level of the great 
symphony orchestras of the world. 
At the Palestine Broadcasting Ser- 
vice (PBS) it was uphill work all the 
way against an ignorant and perhaps 
unwilling bureaucracy. The fate 
Karl Salomon (who became Karel 
Salmon) had to find money from his 
meagre budget to add another in- 
strument here, another player there 
to the ensemble in order to reach 
anything approaching the propor- 
tions of a full symphony orchestra, 
and serve the population of Eretz 
Yisrael as o whole., Thus deve- 
loped the country’s two main 
orchestras — one on the restricted 
though secure budget of a govern- 
ment agency, the other dependent 
for financial security on public sup- 
port and subscribers, both 
monopolistic, though entirely dif- 
ferent in philosophical outlook. 


FROM THE OUTSET, the 
Palestine Symphony strove for the 
best, introducing illustrious guest 
conductors and artists, jealously 
guarding its leading position in our 
cultural life. The leader of the 
orchestra, and for some decades its 
general manager, Zvi Henry Haftel, 
applied the French royal dictum 
L'état c'est moi to himself. And for 
him — and for his colleagues — this 
meant, "The orchestra is all, and 
Haftel is its prophet.” 

The steadily growing and slowly 
improving radio orchestra was felt 
to be a menace to the undisputed 
position of the IPO, and many musi- 
cians of good quality who started 
their career in the radio orchestra, 
were lured away from Jerusalem 
and snatched up by the IPO. 

Understandably, the IPO had to 
recruit new players as it enlarged its 
establishment over the years, and 
because of the loss of members 
through natural attrition. Obvious- 
ly, the high standards of perfor- 
mance — and pay — of the IPO 
were a great inducement to local 
musicians, . 

Despite all the handicaps the 
radio orchestra had to contend 
with, agonizingly slowly it improved 
its qualit and enlarged its size until 
Fit finally achieved — mainly 
through the nine years of hard and 
devoted work of Mendi Rodan in 
}the "60s — ἃ respectable profes- 
sional standard. Today, as the 
Jerusaiem-Symphony Orchestra of 
the Isracl Broadcasting Authority 
(IBA) under Gary Bertini as 
musical director and chief conduc-

which, of course, is a blessing to the 
management although the danger of 
musicians turning into bureaucratic 
officials must not be overlooked. 

While the representatives of the 
orchestra fight for an improvement 
in their social conditions, they do 
not seem to be much concerned 
with helping to maintain and 
improve the orchestra's artistic 
standards. The IPO musicians’ 
representatives, on the other hand, 
share in the management and are 
responsible for their own financial 
security, which in turn can be main- 
tained only through continued 
public support, which is dependent 
on arlistic performance. 

The IPO musicians cannot and 
will not strike against themselves; 
the JSO players do nol hesitate to 
join the queue secking to improve 
salarles and work conditions by any 
means available to them — in- 
cluding strikes. 


ISRAEL Radio has for many years 
broadcast performances of the IPO 
in order to bring the Philharmonic’s 
programmes into the homes of all 
Israeli citizens. For a year now, 
these relays from the Mann 
Auditorium in Tel Aviv have been 
interrupted because of a dispute 
between the two managements over 
an issue which is still awaiting 
resolution. As the main partner in 
the Tel Aviv concert hall, the IPO 
exercises a strict control over who is 
allowed to utilize its facilities. In the 
past, other Isrueli orchestras were 
denied use of the hall for events 
which were deemed to represent 
competition, and thus a threat to 
the IPO, Following public and 
governmental pressure in the last 
few years, some events were al- 
lowed to take place there, but when 
the IBA music department wanted 
to hire the hall for special concerts, 
it was turned down, The {PO 
management offered the JSO two 
concerts per season, but wanted to 
exercise censorship over program- 
me, conductor and soloist. Since the 
IBA would not agree tothese condi- 
tons, the IPO broadcast of current 
concerts was suspended. . 
As a gesture of goodwill — as the 
IPO puts it — it invited the 150 to 
give half a series in May, during the 
TPO's absence on a concert tour in 
Eyrope, but this gesture does not 
geem to have solved the problem. 


DANIEL BENYAMINI, the viola

According to him, 
they do not object to other 
orchestras hiring the Mann 
Auditorium if the music performed 
does not fall within the scope of its 
own scheduled programmes. 

Simha Arom, the director of the 
radio's music department, stated 
flatly that there is no intention of 
competing with the 1PO and made it 
clear that, of course, they would 
never think of playing works which 
are on the IPO schedule. A case in 
point was the programming of Hec- 
tor Berlioz's Requiem, which 
provided one of the climaxes of the 
150 “Liturgica™ series in December, 
Three excellent Scottish choirs 
were participating and, as far as 1 
know, the [PO had never performed 
the work. Lt seemed n great pily al 
the lime that such a rarely per- 
formed work of those huge dimen- 
sions could not be brought to a 
wider public: regrettably, the JSO 
had to content itself with only one 
performance. 

The IPO does not see any con- 
nection between the two issues, 
while Kol Israel's music director 
wants to salve the problem once 
and for all by making the future 
broadcasts of IPO concerts depen- 
dent on making their hall available 
to the JSO. 

As a matter of interest, the 
overall cost of the JSO to the 
government is slightly less than the 
subsidy the IPO receives yearly 
through the Education and Culture 
Ministry's Public Council for the 
Arts. | have been told that the 50 
budget is around [522Π|, while the 
subsidy to the IPO is between 25 
and 27 per cent of its budget. My in- 
formant says that this is around 
$5m. which, at the current exchange 
rate, is about JS94m. 

As usual with controversial issues 
both parties seem to have right on 
their side. But surely @ mutually 
agreeable solution can be worked 
out to allow the Israeli audience at 
large to enjoy IPO broadcasts again 
and to let the JSO have the benefit 
of that splendid Mann Auditorium 
for special programmes 50 that they 
can perform “live” before ἃ larger 
public, Nobody disputes the top 
position of the [PO fn our musical 
pyramid — and Simha Arom was 
quite emphatic on that — but has 
the JSO not achieved a position 
deserving better treatment than thal 
of a poor relation from the 
provinces?

“SCULPTURE — The New 
Generation” is the title of Dr. Gi- 
deon Ofrat's sixth review of Israeli 
art at the mezzanine of the 
Jerusalem Artists House. It’s one of 
his liveliest, being composed of 
pleasantly iconoclastic painted con- 
structions many of which are typical 
of what has emerged from the 
Midrasha (the Ramat Hasharon Art 
Teachers Vraining College) over 
the last few years, though the sclec- 
tions aren't presented as a school. 
This time, the works were selected 
for their own suke — and for what 
could be fitted into this modest 
venuc. 

But Ofrat is never the one to miss 
the opportunity to charge al the 
nearest windmill and the essays in 
his typically voluminous and vehe- 
ment catalogue (1 am beginnig to 
believe that the production of the 
catalogue is an important aim of 
these shows) proffers this presenta- 
tion as “knocking a hole” in the es- 
tablishment wall surrounding con- 
lemporary sculpture, which Ofrat 
sees, not entirely incorrectly, as be- 
ing confined to museum shows by 
the big guns who are aggressive or 
PR-wise enough to bamboozle 
bemused curators. 

Beneath this essay is another (and

Soviet Union has long been one of 


the mus complex, controversial 
and sensitive issues confronting 
both the individual writer and the 
tegime. Under Stalin's autocratic 
tule, the traditions of siate control 
and censorship of ijiteraturc 
originally inherited from the Tsurist 
period, and the incomparably more 
stringent Marxist-Leninist 
ideological norms of partilnost’ 
(party-mindedness), inevitably 
stifled the spiritual freedom without 
which no authentic art can survive. 
Already in the 1930s the exiled 
Bolshevik leader, Leon Trotsky, 
had altacked the absurdities of 
Stalinist “socialist realism” which 
had bred “an epoch of mediocrilies, 
laureates and toadies’; Soviet 
lilerature and art, he wrote, had 
been castrated by bureaucrats 
“armed with Mausers™ glorifying 
the “brilliant” achievements of the 
Stalinist leadership and the Com- 
munist Party in socialist construc- 
tion. 

Edith Rogovin Frankel’s compact 
and scholarly survey of the politics 
of literary publishing in the USSR 
begins however in 1952 — the last 
yeur of Stalin's life — when the first 
signs of a “thuw’’ could already be 
observed in the literary sphere. She 
notes the surprising puradox that in 
an atmosphere of Great Russian 
chauvinism, official anti-Semitism 
and mass paranoia, a limited 
process of artistic innovation hud 
nonetheless begun, whose seeds 
were to germinate after Stalin's 
death in the leading Soviet literary 
journal, Nov Mir — the principal 
forum of the liberal intelligentsia. 
Deftly linking the continuation of 
this process of “liberalization” to 
the political fortunes of Malenkov 
and Khrushchev in the post-Stulin 
power struggle, Dr. Frankel shows 
how Novy Mir came to act as a 
“safety-valve™ for the regime, al- 
lowing creative experimentation 
and greater self-expression in the 
field of literature. 

Under the editorship of the major 
Russian poct, Alexander Tvar- 
dovsky (1950-4, 1958-70), and Kon- 
stantin Simonov (1954-8), Novy Mir 
became both a barometer of policy 
changes from above and a pioneer 
in formulating publishing policy 
from’ below.

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THE LAST TIME my washing- 
machine repairman came, I got a 
peek at the corrosion inside the ap- 
pliance and decided it was time to 
statt looking around the market. 
There are more than two dozen dif- 
ferent brands sold here, mostly im- 
ports, but two locally made. 

Unfortunately, there is no up-to- 
date consumer research report on 
the washing machines sold here. 
Moat people I’ve questioned seem 
satisfied with whatever machine 
they own, possibly because they are 
used τὸ it and to its service com- 
pany. 

Tn Some respects, you cannot go 
far wrong in selecting a washing 
machine in Israel. All drands on the 
market have been tested by the 
Standards Institute for electrical 
sifety and reasonable washing ef- 
ficiency in accordance with Official 
Standard 332, One sample of cach 
imported model is tested and ap- 
proved for two years. The machines 
made locally by Amnur (a division 
of Amcor) and Zohar are under the 
conslant supervision of the Staun- 
dards Institute und ure uuthorized 
to carry its emblem. 

The electrical engineer in charge 
of these inspections, Reuven Lev, 
told me that his testings showed no 
significant difference in washing 
capability between machines of 
agitator und tumbler-drum types, 
nor does he believe that one type 
causes less wear on fabrics thun the 
other, as the manufacturers of each 
type argue. As for the difference 
between front-loading and top- 
loading machines, Lev says this is 
only a matter of individual 
preference, not of function, 

There is an additional protection 
for washing-machine buyers. A 
government ordnance requires that 
manufacturers and importers stock 
spare parts for at least seven years. 
They must give a one-year 
guarantee, and if sa τες they or 
their agents must sell the customer 
an annual service policy for the fol- 
lowing six years, Some manufac- 
turers and importers with greater 
faith in their products promise to 
renew service policies for longer 
periods, A washing machine Is the 
single household appliance on 
which the Israel Consumer Council 
advises that it is statistically 
worthwhile to take out an annual 

-eervice policy, rather than pay for 
each service call, 


It is sometimes very difficult to ᾿ 


. get reliable figures, or any figures at 
all, on the amounts of electricity 
and water consumed by various 
lypes of washing machines. Some of 
the imported machines come with 

‘an “energy consumption label” but 
otherwise merchents are generally 

, unable to answer these questions. 
This problem may be solved within

laundry cycle takes only 20 to 35 
minutes, These machines have a 
maximum capacity of at ioast eight 
kilos of laundry.But they are con- 
siderably larger than the standard 
European machines (the General 
Electric is 69cm. wide and 64 cm. 
deep, while the Maytag is 68 cm. 
deep). 


IN BUILDINGS with a good sup- 
ply of central hot water, it would be 
an economy to use a machine which 
has a hot water intake pipe, 1 am 
told by engineer Ellio Souzi of the 
Energy Advisory Bureau, and heat 
will be just below the usual “white 
wash" temperature Israelis are ac- 
customed to. If you have a solar 
tank'on the roof, this would certain- 
ty be an economy, but the 
temperature -might not be high 
enough to satisfy you. Souzi points 
out that it is uneconomicsl ta turn 


_ on an clectric boiler of 120 litres in 


order to heat some 24 litres for a 
washing machine, but importers and 
agents for American washers dis- 
agree. They argue that most people 
heat up their water boilers anyway, 
and the amount drained for the 
washing machine could be quickly 
replaced.

Anyone relying on a solar heater 
who is contemplating buying a 
washing machine with a double- 
water intake system would be wise 
to remember that, if the pipe bring- 
ing the water into the apartment is a 
long one, there will be quite a lot of 
cold and tepid water before it 


comes out hot enough to be usable . 


This will mean running off a good 
deal through another hot-water tap 
before starting the machine work- 
ing, which is something not: to be 
overlooked in these days of con- 
stantly riaing water bills. 


People who manufacture or sell 
the types of machine common here 
that havo only a cold-water intake 
and heat it from scratch say this is 
preferable — even though the 
greatest factor in electricity con- 
sumption Is the heating clement, 
This school says it is not good to put 


“hol water directly onto dirty 


laundry, because this will “set” the 
dirt rather than dissolve it. They say 
the correct procedure is to take in 


. water at no more than 25 degrees 


centigrade and have it heat up very

The American school replies that

A BIG advocate of American 
Wwashing-miachine technology is 
Amos Kedat, an electrical engineer 
who lived in the U.S, for many years 
and today runs 3 service agency in 
Petah Tikva-for all sor 
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American appliances, Kedar 
Sherutim, about which I have heard 
only praise. In his words, ‘The 
American housewife is the most 
spoiled in the world, If American 
engineers designed these washing 
machines for her, they must know 
what they are doing, And if they are 
good for the Americans, they can- 
not be bad for Israelis either.” 

I have already referred to the high 
price of American washing 
machines. Today op Ae anything 
from around IS9, to around 
1§31,000, which is the price-tag of 
a Maytag out of regular stock to the 
customer's door, As a “personal im- 
port” by an Israeli, it will cost about 
527,000. The General Electric, sold 
to Israelis only as a personal import, 
costs about 1830,000 at the present 
exchange rate. Immigtonts and 
returning residents from the U.S. 
can order the Maytag for $870 or 
the G.E. for $1,000. 

Why would anyone want to pay 
twice as much for an American 
washing machine as for the average 
European or Israeli machines and 
three times as much as the very 
cheapest ones available? The im- 
porters of Maytag and General 
Electric say the reasons are much 
longer life-expectancy and a much- 
lower operating cost. 

Kedar of Kedar Sherutim claims 
that an American machine will last 
two-and-a-half times longer than 
the average Isracli or European 
machine. Because there is no 
heating clement, it has a simpler 
mechanism and hence there is less 
chance of anything going wrong. 


- Also, because loads are bigger and 


cycles shorter, the machine is not 
operating as many hours lo do the 
same job. 

In terms of energy consumption, 
the American machines utilize 
much less electricity per load of 
wash than the European and Israeli 
machines — despite their larger 
capacity. Goneral Electric says 
eight kilos is its maximum, while 
Maytag suys it is possible to wash up 
ta 10 kilos at a time satisfactorily. 
Maytag claims that U.S. consumer 
surveys found it the most 
economical machine on the market 
there, The local agency tells me that 


_ an hour's operation of the Maytag 
ses only one-half ‘kilowatt. of -

electricity, and since the maximun 
cycle is only 35 minutes long, it 
would take only about 250 watts of 
electricity. The four-to-five kilo 
European and Israeli washing 
machines consume about three 
kilowatt hours of electricity for a 
while-wash cycle which heats water 
to about 90 degrees and lasts fortwo 
hours, Of this, about 2.5 kwh. is for 
the water heating alone. 

In_ terms of water consumption, 
the Maytag sounds incredibly low, 
but Lhe agency was reading from the 
manufacturer's own data: 76 litres 
for a five-kilo load or 102 litres fora 
10-kilo wash. The European and 
Israeli machines take anywhere 
from 100 to 200 litres for a max- 
imum cycle with only four to five 
kilos of laundry. 

Of course, not many people will 
be willing or able to put out the 
large sums required for an 
American machine. Not many, ex- 
cept those who live in private 
houses, will have space for an 
American washer, especially if they 
want a dryer next to it. And not 
everyone here is going to be easily 
convinced that there is no need to 
“boil” white laundry — i.e. raise il 
to a temperature of 85 or 90 degrees 
centigrade, which is not really boil- 
ing, of course. 


THERE IS ONE European washing 
machine which approaches the 
American ones in price, and that is 
the German Miele, which has a list 
price here today of 1824,500. It is 
the standard size of European 
machines, does five kilos of wash 
(or a half-load option) on the drum- 
tumbler system, and heats ils own 
water from a single intake pips. 

Why is it so expensive? “Because 
it is made entirely of enamel and 
stainless steel, with no metal that 
can rust” — says its import agent. 
The Miele company has so much 
faith in its product that its policy is 
to renew annual service contracts 
“for up to 75 years,” which is the 
age of the very first Miele washers 
ever made, 

Miele does have a very good 
reputation for durability, but there 
are quite a number of other 
German-made washing machines 
sold for several thousand shekels 
less, and their importers are 
very proud of them. I have no way 
of knowing if the much higher price 
of the Miele is justified or nol. One 
reason all German-made machines 
on the market here are among the 
more expensive ones is because of 
the current strength of the 
Deutschmark. f 

The Tel Aviv agency of Miele 
now has a US, branch, so people 
with duty-free rights can order on¢ 
from there. 

The importers of the American 
ΟΕ. also bring in a German bran 
called Blomberg, whose name isless 
well-known because it used " 
manufacture mainly for departmen! 
store chains and mail-order soe 
under their own brand names. : 
importers say that the Blomberg 
also made of enamel and a 
steel, ahd that it is a very durable 
machine too. Its list price 13 
116,100 and its service policy ὍΝ
